Ado about Nothing is a prodigious undertaking 
for amateurs, many of whom were new to the 
boards. However, fortunately, nearly all were 
well up. Miss F. Brough played Beatrice grace- 
fully, nothing more. The delicate shades of the 
part she missed. Beatrice has strong and easily- 
excited feelings. Love is called into action by 
the stratagem of the garden scene (very well 
managed by the Priuce, the lover, aud the uncle), 
and rage, indignation, and revenge by the slanders 
cast upon her cousin in thechapel scene (one of the 
most beautiful episodes in this great comedy) and 
which, by its pathos, carries us into the domain of 
teal tragedy. In this scene Leonato’s grief and 
anger, Hero’s innocence, the Friar’s shrewd 
counsel, were all successfully rendered. Beatrice’s 
changes of purpose and passion are not inconsis- 
tencies, although abrupt and surprising. She is 
instinctive and singularly susceptible; thus in her 
appeal to Benedick’s manbood to revenge her 
Cousin’s honour, Miss Brough fell short of what 
was required of her ; but we think practice will 
remedy these defects. She has everything in her 
favour except intensity, impetuosity, impulsive- 
ness, or whatever name we choose to term soul. 
Mies Lizzie Lawrence was a gentle, modest, and 
Most interesting Hero, and in some passages 
showed talent, but she too was uneven, Margaret 
W's played by Miss E. ‘Tarosbie (who also ap- 
peared as Balthazar to great advantage, looking 
very handsome asa page, and sang ‘ Sigh no

, more, ladies,” gaining an encore), and Ursula by 


Miss Lester. Mr Sanford’s Benedick was intelli- 
gent and not without merit; it was clearly a 
diluted copy of Charles Kemble’s method of treat- 
ment, but it appeared to us that he trusted too 
much to tradition, and that his memory was occa- 
sionally at fault. To our thinking Mr Sanford’s 
forte is tragedy. ‘The Claudio of Mr Warr—who 
was richly dressed—was excellent; perhaps no 
amateur can equal him in this character; he was 
sprightly, pathetic, and lover-lke by turns, and 
always free from exaggeration. Mr W. Nicholle 
entered into the part of Don Pedro with that en- 
thusiasm and reverence for the great Poet that, 
as a rule, distinguish his Shaksperian assump- 
tions, giving the text literally, and investing the 
Prince of Arragon with the affable, cheerful kind- 
liness appertaining to him who has the ‘ very best 
of honour.’ Mr Stanley read Leonato in a 
masterly manner; we wished he had had time to 
learn the lines. Don John was sustained by Mr 
Leslie very fairly, and Antonio respectably by Mr 
Ramsay. A few words about the Watch and 
their prisoners, and we have done. Mr H. Dew’s 
Dogberry cannot be pronounced a success; he 
missed his points, and gave no prominence to the 
literal blunders he commits, so that the audience 
Jost all the charm of their lingual deformity. 
Verges, on the othe: hand, was a capital picture 
of senility in its dotage. Mr H. Gordon is known 
to play this part well. The rest of the bill-less 
and lantern-less guardians of the night, did their 
best, but presented a curious nondescript appear- 
ance. Borachio, whose arms muet have ached 
with the pitiless cords by which he was bound for 
so long a time, was suitably rendered by Mr Mil- 
ton. Mr Roberts was a fair Conrade, and Mr 
Gould a thorough Franciscan. What a pity it is 
that audiences cannot be educated to enjoy these 
high things! The blank stare and careless lounge 
exhibited by the spectators on Saturday were 
indicative of utter inability to appreciate the bril- 
liant sallies of wit, the sparkling repartee, the 
intellectual skirmishes with which this glorious 
play abounds. They seemed to be on the look- 
out for something grotesque or common-place to 
rouse them from their apathy, which even the 
Messinese watch scarce stirred. Perhaps this 
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undemonstrativenes on!y proved that their mental 
enjoyment was too great to vent itself in vulgar 
noise. Let us hope so.—Mr George Allen, of 
Russel-street, was responsible for the costumes.— 
A Roland for an Oliver, ov account of the late- 
ness of the hour, was not performed. It is but 
justice to state that Mr Stanley’s pupils played 
under manifest disadvantages. 


Sr. Gzorge’s Turatrre.—Soritern Crvs.— 
This is a new society, under the presidency of 
‘Lord Dundreary’ and directorship of Mr Ed- 
win Reynolds. The entertainment last Friday, 
for the French Relief Fund, was to have taken 
place on the 17th ult., but for some unexplain- 
ed cause was postponed, This was unfortunate, 
as the sparseness of the audience (which might 
have been reckoned up with two figures) was no 
doubt, due to the alteration of the date. It 
must, moreover, have been disheartening tothe 
Sotbersers to play to an assembly that, however 
warmly they manifested their approval of the 
acting, presented so cold an aspect in this vast 
hall. A singularly difficult drama—vdJocrisse, the 
Juggler—was selected tor their debut. Every- 
thing that careful ivstruction jn ‘the business of 
the stage, earnestness of delivery, good music, 
an absorbing plot, and effective tableau could do 
to fix the attention of the spectators was done, 
and the result, despite certain unavoidable 
shortcomings, was a succes destime. Mr C. 
Ecarre, in the second and third acts, threw his 
whole soul. into the part of Jocrisse, and was 
intensely melo-dramatic. If we must find fault 
at all, itis with an excess of method in his atti- 
tude and action, and the too violent rendering of 
a few passages where a subdued manner would 
perhaps have been more telling. Le Vernay 
(the villain of the piece) was, with one comic 
exception, canecientiously rendered by Mr J. 
Burwate. Touraloulalon was fairly done by 
Mr A, Burwate, though a little more mounte- 
bankism and grotesqueness would have set off 
the character of the Jack Pudding. Adolph 
(Mr Chadwick) and Lespierre (Mr F. Burdett) 
did what was required of them pretty well. The 
Countess, Miss Maud Clevedon depicted. In 
her over-anxicty to pourtray her matérva! solici- 
tude for ber unfortunate child, she overstepped 
the mark, and produced an effect quite opposite 
to that she intended, but practice will mend tbat 
fault; enthusiasm must never be discouraged. 
By the way, this is a quality ber sister Miss 
Kate Clevedon possesses in a high degree ; her 
personation of Julia, the juggler’s daughter, 
was very good indeed; we heard it was the 
young lady’s third appearance on the stage; a 
debutante so gifted, for not only is she earnest, 
pathetic, and gentle by turns, but extremely 
lady like, cannot fail, we think, to make her way. 
After the company had processioned before the 
curtain, Mr E. Reynolds, to whom great credit 
is due for his untiring assiduity, addressed the 
audience, thanking them for the generous way 
in which they had welcomed his pupils in this 
arduous play ; they had only had six or seven 
lessons, but they would again appear before 
them at St George’s Hall, He regretted to find 
so small an assembly, but attributed it to the 
postponement, He claimed their indulgence for 


Mr Ecarre, who in the absence of Mr Temple, 
had undertaken to play Jobn Blunt (after his 
exertions as Jocrisse) at a short notice. The 
Pembroke Amateur Band, composed of wind 
instruments (twenty performers, under the able 
direction of Mr Herd) played a variety of 
well-selected pieces between the acts, and 
Coote and Tinney sent a small detachment 
for the incidental effects. War to the Knife, not 
so well played as the first piece (if we except 
the ladies, Miss Kate Clevedon doing Mrs 
Delacour very gracefully, and Miss Marian 
Bohn beirg a pleasing Mrs Harcou-:t), was the 
concluding comedy, Mr Maurier was Harcourt, 
Chadwick Thistleton, and Mortlock Nubbly, 
Misses Johnson and May were the Abigails. 


EcLectic , Toeatre, Sono.—A dramatic 
entertainment was given here on Ihursday_ last, 
before a numerous audience, The programme 
consisted of H, ‘I’. Craven’s serio-comic drama of 
Milky White, and the burlesque of Aladdin. The 
drama was not played so smoothly as it might 
have been, the parts having been very imperfectly 
committed tomemory. Mr C. Barry especially, as 
Dan White, had bat a very confused notion of his 
part. Mr Kenyon was gentlemanly as Archibald 
and dressed to perfection, and Mr KE. Henderson 
(who was tolerably perfect.in the text) showed 
some comic talent as Dick Dugs. Miss Agnes 
D’Almaine played Annie with considerable feeling, 
and Miss Lucy D’Almaine was a careful Mrs 
Taddrip. The two ladies above named entertained 
the audience with some singing between the 
drama and’ the burlesque, and were much ap- 
plauded.. ‘Adaddin,:on the whole, went tolerably 
well. Messrs Crosby, Vivian, Garland, and the 
Misses D’Almaine assuming the principal roles. 
The dancing of Miss Florence Townsend should 
have special mention. The dresses and wigs 
were all good, thanks to Messrs Harrison and 
Clarkson.
